ROCKEFELLER JR.

HAT is perhaps the largest in- 
dividual transaction in real es 
tate that has ever occurred in 
America was consummated recent}, 
when John D. Rockefeller Jr. acquired, 


on a lease that runs for eighty-seve 


years, practically all of the _ thre 
blocks from Forty-eighth to Fifty-first 
Street, between Fifth and Sixth Ave- 
nues, New York City. The property 
involved is assessed by the city for 
tax’ purposes at $30,000,000, which, 
however, is vastly below its actual 
value. 

In the absence of Mr. Rockefeller, 
who is abroad, it was stated by an au- 
thorized spokesman that Mr. Rocke- 
feller contemplated “a comprehensive 
real estate development in architectural 
harmony with the new opera house, as- 
suming that it is built there.” 

Whether the opera house is included 
in the property, it was learned, de- 
pended upon negotiations still in prog- 
ress. Aside from business reasons, it 
was explained that Mr. Rockefeller was 
actuated by a desire to do something 
to add to the beauty of the city, espe- 
cially in the midtewn section, which 
has come to be regarded as the joint 


property of residents of all the Greater 


City. The tentative plan now under dis- 
cussion for the development of a group 
of buildings which may include hotels, 
apartments and offices with the opera 
house as a music centre, calls for the 
arrangement of the whole thing around 
a beautiful plaza 200 feet long. 

The scene would be something like 
that of the Place de l’Opéra in Paris, 
with the opera house on one side of 
an ornamental park and fashionable 
shops on the other. An added touch 
would be a complete double-decker sys- 
tem of shops provided by a mezzanine 
or balcony, which would run not only 
along the front of the building to the 
east of the plaza, but also along the 
fronts of other buildings facing on 
Forty-ninth and Fiftieth Streets, and 
might run along the Fifth Avenue 
fronts also. Here one could shop or 
have tea while looking down into the 
avenue from a second-story street sei 
back from the sidewalk. 

These mezzanines would be con 
nected by viaducts across Forty-ninth 
and Fiftieth Streets. There might be 
two or four viaducts, but in eithe1 
event, two would connect the system 
of mezzanines with an outdoor prome- 
nade on the front of the second story 
of the opera house. 

It is expected to take two years to 
complete the new opera house as pro- 
posed. Work on the surrounding build- 
ings, it is understood, would be carried 
on simultaneously. 

The annual rental for the eight: 
seven years the lease will run is under 
stood to be about $3,000,000, or a total 
of $261,000,000 rent. The project is a 
monumental one and will go far toward 
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making New York the “City Beautiful.” |

AMON NOVARRO, who found favor 
R with a large public several seasons 

ago in a picture called “The Mid- 
shipman,” returns to naval pastures in 
“The Flying Fleet,” a Metro-Goldwyn- 
Mayer film which is scheduled for the 
Capitol Theatre, New York. 

The title is self-explanatory. Nowadays 
the navy has extended its activities to the 
air; it flies as well as sails, and the work 
of the steady-nerved gentlemen who man 
the seaplanes is perhaps the most pictur- 
esque and certainly not the least impor- 
tant of its activities.

Gay toys and carvings, lacquered 
wooden dishes, linens from the Ukraine, 
ivory from Siberia, rugs from Turkestan, 
silver inlay from the Caucasus, are all 
produced by simple farmers, who use the 
long Winter months for fashioning the 

















articles native to their villages. 

The various handicrafts are exhibited 
in a real Russian setting—a miniature 
of a Russian outdoor fair. Great kiosks 
have been erected for the display of toys 
and linens. Real little houses, decorated 
with gay colors, exactly duplicate the 
typical peasant dwellings of various sec- 
tions of Russia.
